Investigation of 
Spain is Expected 


Russian Veto May Hold 


Up Anticipated Order 


of Council Today 


New York, April 29—(AP)—The 


United Nations security council is 
expected to order an investigation 
of Franco Spain today unless So- 
viet Russia, only opponent of the 
move, delays action by attempting 
to invoke the veto. 


AS the delegates prepared to 


meet at 2 p.m., Central Daylight 
Time, they were lined up 10 to 1 
in favor vf Australia's latest pro- 
posal to set up a five-man sub- 
commission to determine whether 
the Franco regime is threatening 
the world peace. 


The council, with this same line- 


up, had been prepared to vote for 
the investigation Friday, but, in 
the hope that Russia might reverse 
her position and make the vote 
unanimous, it agreed to defer ac- 
tion until this afternoon.

Vancouver,-B. C., April 29—(AP)

in the mysterious disappearance in 
mid-Pacific of French millionaire 
Henri Bar from aboard the Van- 
couver-bound S. S. Samwater. 


The problem of what happened 


to the director 
of the Banque 


Franco-Chinese who sailed from 
Shanghai with a $250,000 fortune 
in antiques, art treasures, and rich 
jade rested on three possibilities: 


1. Henry Bar fell overboard dur- 


ing rough weather the night of 
April 17. 


2. He jumped. However, he was 


described by passengers as con- 
tented and was planning his 60th 
birthday party aboard ship for the 
day after he vanished. 


3. He was robbed, slain, and 


thrown overside.

Yesterday the ship was search

Bar's 23 teakwood cases of jew- 
Is and pieces of art remain in 
iond, unopened. The French consul 
n Vancouver said he had placed
